Summary of reasons for decision: 

The Blu-ray disc comprises a feature and a number of additional components. The feature was 
orginally examined as a 35mm film by the Office of Film and Literature Classification (OFLC 
No. 802306, decision registered 27 May 2008). The feature was subsequently submitted in DVD 
format with additional components (OFLC No. 0900660, 21 November 2008). The DVD feature 
was verified as identical to the 35mm film version. The film and DVD were both classified as 
'Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 18 years' with the descriptive note 'Contains sex scenes, offensive language'. 
The Blu-ray disc contains a feature identical to that previously examined, a number of behind the 
scenes featurettes, extended and deleted scenes, some of which are identical to those on the 
previously examined DVD version. The nature of the extra material does not result in a change 
to the clasification or descriptive note given to the previously examined film.
